INFANTRY TACTICS. 


Tirur First. 


SCHOOL OF THE SOLDIER, 


The School of the Soldier will be taught in three parts, and each 
part divided into lessons as follows > 


PART FIRST —rLessow FIRST. 


POSITION OF THE SOTDIER WEPFHOUL ARWs —-THEL MOTIONS OF EYES 
RIGHT, TERE AND PRONE, 


Several recruits being placed in hne, at one pace apart, at the 
command 


Attention, “QUAD, 


Each soldier will assume the following position 

Heels on the same line, and as close together as the conformation 
of the man may permit, the feet forming with each othe: something 
less than a right angle, the toes turned out equally , the knees straight 
without stiffness, the body erect on the hips, and inching a httle for- 
ward, the shoulders square and taling equally , arms hanging natu- 
rally, elbows near the body, the palm of the hands turned a little to 
the front, the httle finger behind the seam of the pantaloons, or cen- 
tre of the thigh, the face steady to the front, chin a httle drawn in, 
without constraint, and the eyes looking to the ground some fifteen 
paces to the front. 

These principles being properly inculcated, the instructor will 
command, 

Ist—Fyes Riot. 2d—Prownt. 


At the word Right, the recruit will turn the head, without altering 
the squareness of the shoulders, gently to the right, so as to bring the 
left eye in line with the buttons of his vest, remaiming steady until the 
second command of Front, when the head will assume the direct or 
habitual position. 

The movement of Ejes Left, will be executed in like manner, but 
by inverse means. 

When the instructor shall wish the squad to pass from the state of 
attention to that of ease, he will command 


Rrst. 


At this command the recruits will not be required to preserve their 
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steadiness, but the left heel may not quit its place, with a view to pre- 
vent the necessity of correcting the alignment. 
To cause a resumption of the habitual position, the instructor will 
command, 
Ist—ATTENTION, 2d-~SquaD. 


At the first word the recruit will fix his attention; at the second he 
will resume the prescribed position and steadiness. 


Lesson Seconp.—FACINGS. 


Facings will be executed by the following commands and motions. 
The instructor wishing the squad to face to the right, will command, 


1st-—Squad, by the right flank, 2d—Rrenr Face. 


At the second command, the recruit will turn on the left heel, raising 
a little the left toe, and at the same time bring the right heel to the 
side of the left on the same line, so that this new line of the heels 
shall be exactly at right angles with the former line. 

The full face to the rear or front will be executed as follows. The 
instructor will command, 


1st—Squad, 2d—Anovr Face. 


At the word about, the recruit will turn on the left heel, bring the left 
toe tothe front, carry the right foot to the rear, the hollow opposite to 
and full three inches from the left heel, the feet square to each other, 
seize, all at the same time, the inner front corner of the cartridge-box 
with the right hand. 
. At the word face, the recruit will turn on the two heels, raise the 
toes a little, extend the hams, face to the rear, bringing at the same 
time the right heel by the side of the left, and quit the hold of the 
cartridge-box. 


Lesson Turrp. 


PRINCIPLES OF THE DIRECT STEP. 

The length of the direct step or pace is 28 inches, and in common 
time are taken at the rate of 90 to the minute. The length of the 
step in quick time is the same, but its swiftness will be at the rate of 
110 steps to the minute. 

To inculcate the principles of this step, the instructor will place 
himself six or seven paces in front, and facing the recruit, execute b 
way of illustration the step. Having explained its principles, he will 
command, i 

1st—Sgquad, forward (common or quick time,) 2¢—Mancn. | 
At the first or cautionary command, the recruit will throw the weight 
of the body on the right leg, without bending the left knee. At the 
second command he will smartly carry straight forward the left foot 
28 inches from the right, the sole near the ground, the ham extended, 
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the toe a little depressed, the knee slightly turned out ; he will at the 
same time throw the weight of the body forward, ‘and ‘plant flat, the 
left-foot, without shock. The weight of the body now resting on the 
advanced foot, the recruit will, in like manner, advance the right foot 
and plant it as above, the keel 28 inches from the heel of the left foot; 
thus continuing to march without crossing the legs, and preserving 
always head and eyes steady to the front, ae

Lesson Fovurru. 
PRINCIPLES OF THE OBLIQUE STEP, ` 
Ist——Right oblique, 2d—Mancu. 


The recruit being at a halt, the instructor will explain the nature 
of the oblique step as follows: He will cause the recruit to carry 
the right foot obliquely to the right and front, 26 inches from the Jeft, 
and 18 on that side, turning the toe a little within in order to prevent 
the opposite shoulder (the left) from advancing, the recruit remaining 
in this position, until the command “two,”-given by the instructor, 
when he will carry the left foot by the shortest line, 18 inches in 
front of the right heel, plant it, and remain firm ; he will continue to 
march in this manner at the commands onè and twò, taking care to 
preserve the squareness of the shoulders, as well as héad steady to 
the front. The oblique to the left will be executed upon the same 
principles. Pa : 

To resume the direct march, the instructor will command 

Ist——Forward, 2d—Marcn. 


At the second command the recruit will resume the direct march, and 
step off 28 inches. 


PART SECOND. 
LESSON Ist, 
PRINCIPLES OF SHOULDERED ARMS. 


The recruits being in the position prescribed in the Ist lesson of 
the 1st part, the instructor will cause them to turn up the left-hand, 
without bending the wrist, the.left fore-arm only acting. . The in- 
instructor will taise the musket perpendicular, and placé it'as follows : 
in the left hand, the arm but a very little bent, the élbow back; nedr 
the body, the palm of the hand pressing on the outer flat of the butt ; 
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the outer edge of the latter on the upper joints of the fingers, the heel 
of the butt between the fore and middle fingers, the thumb on the 
front screw of the butt-plate, the remaining fingers under the butt, 
the butt more or less kept back, according to the conformation of the 
recruit, so that the piece from the front shall appear perpendicular, 
and also that the movement of the thigh in marching, may not cause 
it to waver; the stock below the tail-band resting against the hollow 
of the shoulder, just within the joint, the right arm hanging naturally. 


Remarks.—The instructor will take care that the musket, at a 
shoulder, be not carried too high nor too low; if too high, the left 
elbow would spread out, and the soldier would-occupy too much space 
in his rank; if too low, the files would be too much closed, the sol- 
dier would not have the necessary space to handle his fire-lock with 
facility, the left arm would become unnecessarily fatigued, and cause 
a destortion of the shoulders, &c. As it frequently happens at mus- 
ters of militia, a proportion of the troops are armed with rifle guns, it 
is advisable that such be formed together on the right or left, and in 
the rear ranks; they being generally deficient of bayonets, rifles will 
be carried, as hereinafter prescribed, in the manual of arms for 
Sergeants. 


LESSON SECOND. 


-MANUAL OF ARMS. 


The instructor, in order to insure a uniform cadence in the motions 
of the recruits in line, will caution them not to move, or commence a 
motion, until the last word of command is uttered, and until the prin. 
ciples of the manual are properly inculcated, he will time their mo- 
tions by the word 1, 2, 3, &c. 

The manual of arms will be taught in the following progression.— 
The instructor will command : 


Support—Anus. 

Three motions. 

lst motion. With the right hand, seize the handle or small of the 
stock, four inches below the lock, raising a little, but not turning the
